TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 30.—()— 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman ordered 
the New Jersey state police today to 
reopen their investigation of the kid- 
naping and slaying of the Lindbergh 
baby. 

The chief executive, who granted 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, eonvieted 
murderer of the child, a 30-day re. 
prieve which saved him from execu- 
tion the night of January 17, told 
Colonel H. Norman Schwarzkopf, 
superintendent of state police, by let- 
ter that Hauptmann's fate is “almost 
the least important feature of this 
case.” 

“We cannot accept any solution 
that, even by inference, is less than 
complete,” he wrote, adding there is 
“abundant evidence that other persons 
participated in the crime.” 

In support of his belief, the Gov- 
ernor attached to the letter a long 
statement setting forth what he called 
“incontrovertible proof” that others 
were involved. 

He pointed to Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh’s own statements, made be- 
fore the Bronx county grand jury and 
to Inspector Harry W. Walsh, of Jer- 
sey City, that he had seen another 
man, besides the “John” who collect- 
ed the $50,000 ransom, at St. Ray- 
mond’s cemetery, the Bronx, on the 
night of April 2, 1982, when the 
money was paid. a, ee 

Condon's Assertions. 

He dealt at length also with Dr. 
John F. Condon's statements and to 
his recent magazine articles in which 
the elderly ed cator said he beard the 
voice of a second man at the other 
end of the telephone the night of 
March 11, 1932, when he first made 
telephonic communication with the 
kid na per. 

The law enforcement agencies have 
no reason to regard the case as closed, 
he wrote, and followed this with or- 
ders to Schwarzkopf that the state 
police report “at least once weekly” 
the progress of their investigation and 
that of co-ordinating agencies.

Intanulbles Tax Is C e Exodus 
Of Citizens, Capital Withdrawals 


Decision of Taxing Authorities To Levy Full Tariff Brings 
Heavy Loss of Holdings; Suburban Homes 
Popular, City Property Loses. 


The decision of city taxing autbori-¢bles on a smaller percentage of their 


ties to follow the letter of the law in 
levyfmg taxes on intangibles as of rec- 
ord today has caused heavy with- 
drawals from Atlanta banks and has 
resulted in scores of citizens, whose 
wealth runs into millions of dollars, 
to leave the city rather than pay the 
tax, it was revealed yesterday. Some 
of the owners of intangibles are even 
leaving the state. 

Last year the city taxed intangibles 
only on a percentage of their face 
value but this year Assessor Joe C. 
Little asserts that they must be paid 
on just like real estate. Mayor Key 
says that the levy will be only on a 
percentage of the face value. At any 
rate those intangibles held in the city 
after midnight last night are subject 
to whatever levy the city finally de- 
termines on. 

An Atlanta banker declared yester- 
day that a citizen who owns 8,000 
shares of Coca-Cola stock had to pay 
$300 more in taxes on the stock than 
it yielded him in 1935. 

Greater Return Seen. 

„While the city is following the law, 
admitting that it is a bad law, a 
hartship is being worked on people 
who have accumulated some wealth,” 
one of the bankers; an executive of 
the Fulton National, declared, “If 


the city could follow the plan it 
adopted last year and tax the intangi- 


face value the city would net a great- 
er return as few would seek to avoid 
the payments.” 

The owner of the Coca-Cola stock 
is reported to have informed the bank 
that after paying federal and state 
income taxes he did not have enough 
remaining from his dividends to pay 
the city’s intangible taxes and had 
to add $300 to meet this levy. 

Another banker took the view that 
the situation was having a detrimen- 
tal effect on real estate values and 
that the city not only would lose by 
intangibles going outside the limits 
but also because the lessened demand 
for homes within the city would lower 
the valuation of them. 

Suburban Homes Sought. 

“Right now there is a great de- 
mand for houses outside the city 
limits while there are scores of fine 
residences inside the city which are 
not occupied,” this banker, an offi- 
cial of the First National, said. “I 
know a man who has a house for 
sale and he will have to sell it far 
under its value because the prospec- 
tive purchasers, for the most part, 
want places outside the city limits.” 

Another banker, an official of the 
Trust Company of Georgia, found that

EUROPEAN TENSION 
REPORTED EASED 
BY LONDON MEET 


Edward’s Conferences. 
Said to Have Important 
Bearing on Peace 
Abroad; Italy Excepted. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—(?)—A gen- 
eral bolstering of the shaky peace of 
Europe was seen in authoritative 
British quarters tonight as a result 
of the week’s almost unprecedented 
assemblage of rulers and foreign min- 
isters in London. 

The Italian tension, these sources 
said, was the sole exception to the 
general improvement reported growing 
out of the conferences between states- 
men gathered here for the funeral of 
King George V of England. 

Britain’s young foreign secretary, 
Anthony Eden,-emerged as the chief 
conciliator, and the developments, in- 
formed observers believed, may have 
far-reaching effects. 

Franco-German. 

Chief of these was an easing of 
Franco-German tenseness, accomplish- 
ed by Eden, acting as go-between for 
Pierre-Etienne Flanding, French for- 
eign minister, and Baron Konstantin 
yon Neurath, envoy of the third reich. 

Other conversations, it was learned, 
had important bearing on the Aus- 
trian situation and on the Balkans, 

Little light was shed on these lat- 
ter talks, except an indication that 
restoration of the Hapsbung throne 
in Austria is not to be expected in 
the near future.

Legislation for an AAA-replacing farm 
program cleared its first major con- 
gressional hurdle today as.the admin- 
istration concentrated on the problem 
of new taxes to finance its cost.

The conference. met against the 
background of an earlier statement by 
Attorney-General Cummings that new 
farm-financing levies were in the mill; 
to which he added that submission to 
congress within a week would be “a 
good guess.” 

President. Roosevelt’s advisors were 
silent on proposed channels of new 
revenue when they emerged, but it was 
known that they considered these re- 
quirements : 

Subsidies to Farmers. 

$440,000,000 is the estimated annual 
cost of the new Bankhead-Jones pro- 
gram continuing subsidies to farmers. 

$200,000,000 in impounded process- 
ing taxes were returned to processors 
by the supreme court’s rice millers de- 
cision. The administration wants to 
regain these.

Drawn up rigidly before the reichs- 
fuehrer as he spoke from the steps 
of the old museum on the edge of the 
Inst garten were 26,000 of his brown- 
clad storm troops, many of them now 
graying: His words carried clearly. 

Reviews “Accomplishments.” 

Sounding boards echoed his 25-min- 
ute review of nazi accomplishments 
to other thousands on the Unter den- 
Linden and radios carried it to lis- 
teners throughout the nation. 

Referring to the rearmament pro- 
gram, which involved the breaking of 
the Versaille treaty last spring, Hit- 
ler said, “Whoever opposes us now 
does it, not because we are nazis, 
but because we restored military in- 
dependence to Germany.”

ANTESARRAUT FACTION 
ASSAILS NEW CABINET 


French Premier Pledges Fi- 
delity to League; Hopes 
for Peace. 


PARIS, Jan. 30.—(?)—Enemies of 
Premier Albert Sarraut’s new cabinet 
opened up a broadside against it on 
its first appearance before the cham- 
ber of deputies today. 

The first attack, coming after M. 
Sarraut had pledged fidelity to the 
League of Nations and its alliances 
and had expressed hope that Germanv 
would be “in the front rank” of na- 
tions desiring European peace, was 
from rightist deputies. 

They accused the cabinet of “ wear- 
ing a red label on an empty bottle.” 
Despite their onslaught observers pre- 
dicted M. Sarraut would win a vote 
of confidence. 

The new premier listed Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium, the little entente, Italy. 
Poland and the soviet union as pow- 
ers whose co-operation was “an essen- 
tial guarantee of peace for Europe“ 

He promised to work for “cessa- 
tion of the cruelly murderous hoatils- 
ties” in east Africa “through diplo- 
matic action” under the League of Na- 
tions. 

He promised, too, to strive for 
protection of the gold fraue, to seek 
reduced unemployment and to en- 
courage trade. 

Only today, the Bank of France 
disclosed that another billion francs 
(about $67,980,000) in gold had been 
withdrawn from its vaults during the 
week in which the former government 
of Pierre Laval was collapsing. 

Sarraut eonceded his main task was 
to assure impartial parliamentary 
elections in the spring, and laid stress 
on the importance of maintaining 
civil peace. His government, he said, 
would strike down any revolt against 
its authority.

“The country needs,“ he said, 
“high officials in Washington whose 
policies will be controlled by ‘their 
minds rather than their emotions.” 

If Governor Landon means that 
the almighty dollar is to be en- 
shrined and that we are to ignore 
human suffering, and the better- 
ment of social conditions in the 
United States, the democrats would 
welcome the adoption of this policy 
by the republicans as a campaign 
issue. | 

If, on the other hand, he means 
that congress should approach the 
settlement of the great problems 
now confronting the American peo- 
ple with the view of applying com- 
monsense remedies, rather than be- 
ing led into the dreamland of Uto- 
pian theories, his position is not at 
variance with that of democratic 
leaders in Washington.

Cherokee Addition Costs 
$30,691; Ocala Area Pur- 
chase Is Largest. 


The national forest reservation 
commission yesterday approved the 
additional purchase of 10,635 acres 
of land, costiug $30,691; in the Cher- 
okee. national forest region of Geor 
gia, Tennessee and North Carolina. 

The Cherokee purchase was a por- 
tion of the purchase of 116,604 acres 
of land, costing a total of $513,339, 
approved by the commission. The pur- 
chases were made in 15 states - and 
Puerto Rico, 

The largest unit purchase was in 
the Ocala national forest area in 
Florida. A tota of 28,209 acres cost- 
ing $91,679 was purchased there, Other 
large purchases included $122,577 
spent on purchases for the Enorec 
and Long Caine forests in South 
Carolina, and $41,529 spent for land 
in the Cu-aberland forest in Kentucky. 

Purchases in the Ocala national 
forest area in Florida, the commission 
said, rounded out the southern end of 
that resefvation along the Ocala river. 

The commission said lack of funds 
prevented consideration of a number 
of new purchases for national forests 
including a proposed 1,000,000-acre 
resery on jn eastern Tennessee.

United M ine ‘Workers Authorize 
Split With American Federation 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—()— 
The United Mine Workers. authorized 
their executive board today to with- 
draw the union from the American 
Federation of Labor whenever “cir- 
cumstances warrant“ —opening the 
way for a wide-open split in the 
ranks of organized labor. 

This bombshell in the bitter fight 
between industrial and craft unionists 
within the federation was exploded by 
the miners’ convention after John L. 
Lewis, U. M. W. president, had asked 
the delegates what they wanted him 
to do about the A. F. of L. executive 
council’s demand for abolition of his 
“eommittee for industrial organiza- 
tion.” ‘ 

The vote was unanimous. 

We commend the officers of the 
international union for the position, 
which they have taken upon this very 
important matter,” said the report th 
convention adopted. | 

The report concluded with an au- 
thorization for the executive council 
to withhold the union’s $4,000-a-month 
dues from the federation whenever cir- 
cumstances warranted. Refusal to pay 
dues would be the same as withdraw- 
al. The federation suspends or revokes 


the charters of those unions which de- 
cline to pay. 


Lewis reviewed the whole history 
of the scrap between that federation 
faction which believes industrial em- 


ployes. should be organized by draft 
and the group which says they should 
be organ by industry, as are the 
miners. 

He accused the craft unionists, now 
in control of the federation, of assum- 
ing a “dog in the manger” attitude 
toward the unorganized workers of 
the country, refusing to give them in- 
dustrial charters and unable to get 
them into craft unions. 

“Why not give the workers the 
right to join the type of organization 
for which they pray?” he said. “They 
are the ones who will have to fight, 
to stand on the picket lines, to shed 
their blood, to be the victims of tear 
gas. Why not let them select their 
arms if they are going into baftle? 
The A. F. of L. says no.“ 

In “blind, unreasoning rage,“ Lewis 
said, the federation’s executive coun- 
vil had ordered abolition of the indus- 
trial union committee, which aimed to 
foster the organisation of now-unor- 
ganized workers into industrial unions.

A continued investigation may result 
in resolving the doubts now entertain- 
el by so many people. There is even 
the possibility—which you may con- 
sider as being very remote—that a 
complete and searching inquiry may 
prevent a tragic error being committed 
in the name of justice. 


Thorough Hunt Ordered. 


“As Governor of the state of New 
Jersey I direct you, with every re- 
source at your command, to .continue 
a thorough and impartial search for 
the detection and apprehension of ev- 
ery person connected with this crime. 
You will acknowledge receipt of this 
letter and will report to me, in writ- 
ing, at least once weekly, the steps 
being taken by your organization and 
co-ordinating Agencies to prosecute 
this investigation.

State’s Contention. 

The state has contended that Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann, convicted of kill- 
ing the baby, was the only person in- 
volved in the crime. Hauptmann has 
twice had a date fixed for his death 
in the electric chair but was saved, 
first by his appeal to higher courts, 
and recently, by a 30-day reprieve 
from Governor Hoffman. 

Hauptmann’s reprieve expires Feb- 
ruary 15. 

The procedure in fixing a new date 
for execution would prolong his life 
for from four to eight weeks beyond 
that date. 

The Governor first openly manifest- 
ed interest in the Hauptmann case on 
December when he permitted it to 
be known hie had ‘secretly visited 
Hauptmann in the death house of the 
New Jersey state prison on the night 
of October 17. 

He had called upon the prisoner in 
his capacity as an ex-officio member 
of the court of pardons, the body 
which on January 11 rejected Haupt- 
mann’s plea for clemeney. 

Five days after this court acted, 
the Governor issued his reprieve, in 


the face of Attorney-General David T. 


Wilentz’s statement that the reprieve 
was illegal.

Chairman Wilhoit said the commis- 
sion’s refusal to permit the emer- 
gency charges had saved the shippers 
of the state approximately $200,000 
since last April. 

The Georgia commission has persis- 
tently failed to allow increases in in- 
trastate rates in conformity with those 
granted on interstate rates by the 
I. G. 0. 

Railroads appealed to the federal | 
tribunal and it found the emergency | 
charges should be applied to Georgia | 
intrastate traffic. The Georgia group 
then declined to order the increases | 
into effect, contending the I. C. C. 


was not authorized to compel such; 


action. 

In its ruling today the I. C. C. or- 
dered that the Georgia body “cease | 
and desist” from “practicing the un- | 
just ttiscrimination against interstate | 
commerce” found to have resulted | 
from its failure to allow the intrastate 
increases. 

The emergency charges in Georgia 
will not apply to crushed stone, sand, 
gravel and similar articles moving 
within Georgia, under provisions of 
the I. C. C. order.
